apply for a job at Hartnell. 

When he came to Hartnell 
for his interview, Messinger 
was impressed. 

“T found the faculty very 
competent. Most of the mem- 
bers seemed to be sincerely 
dedicated to helping students. 
The questions they asked dur- 
ing the interview demonstrated 
a great deal of intelligence. 

“The administration — im- 
pressed me a great deal, also.” 

It seems the feeling was 
mutual. Dr. Messinger . was 
soon hired as Administrative 
Assistant. 

In his new position, the 
duties are basically three-fold: 


to assist in construction and 
master-planning; to handle 
community relations, and to 


raise funds for different pro- 
grams.

Does a person have a right 
to express his opinion on a 
sign on campus? This issue 
came up last Tuesday and was 
quickly brought to the boiling 
point. 

Hartnell’s _ radical - in - resi- 
dence, Frank Parker, happened 
along and noticed a Naval re- 
cruiter outside the cafeteria 
and “decided it wasn’t a good 
thing.” He made a poster pro- 
testing the action. 

Meanwile, the local “Prez,” 
Lil Jimmy Phipps observed 
that the poster didn’t have the 
“mark of excellence,” Mr. Hol- 
back’s stamp of approval. “Be- 
sides,” remarked Phipps, “it 
was on a_ painted surface 
which is definitely against 
policy.” 

What Happened? 

At this point, what happened 
becomes pretty clouded de- 
pending on whose point. of 
view you take. Phipps claims 
he tore the poster down and 
later found it on a glass sur- 
face, which is okay, but it still 
didn’t have the stamps. Parker 
said he removed it to a glass 
surface—no doubt in a sense of 
uncharacteristic cooperation 
with the establishment. 

Incensed at the gross viola- 
tion of respect for law and or- 
der Phipps called the campus 
police. Two security officers,

Jerry Gowin and John Stewart, 
responded quickly to put down 
this flagrant desecration of the 
law. The guards pointed out 
that the signs must come down 
and they were there to take it 
down. 

Parker claimed that his 
“freedom of expression and 
freedom of mode of expres- 
sion” were being denied.

guards responded that if Park- 
er left up his sign everyone 
would put up signs and the 
wall would become “cluttered.” 
“At least everyone would be 
expressing some opinion,” said 
Parker, “and that would be 
beautiful.” 
Remove the Body 


The guards decided to re- 
move Parker bodily so the sign 
could be torn down. While 
Parker was being “handled” by 
the guards several people arose 
to demand his immediate re- 
lease and that the sign stay. 
One of the guards sensing a 
possible volatile situation went 
for Holback who okayed the 
sign thereby ending the whole 
scene. 

Holback, who is Assistant 
Dean of Student Personnel, 
said the main reason the rule 
(that of having a poster 
stamped for approval) exists is 
primarily to keep the janitors 
from tearing posters down. 
When asked about the situa- 
tion, he said he doubted the 
sign was particularly offensive 


to the average student. Al- 
though the poster probably 
should have been  okayed 


through him or his secretary he 
felt that calling in the guards 
was unnecessary. Holback 
stated that the students had a 
right to express their opinions 
through whatever means desir- 
able, so long as they didn’t 
physically interfere with the 
recruiters’ rights to solicit.

Park- 
er believes the sign was ap- 
proved as a safety tactic to 
avoid trouble. He said “the 
people will be feeling the same 
issue again.” :

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Is the Associated Student Body truly representative 
of the student body as a whole? Twice in the past two 
years this question has come up. 

Last year A.S.B. members went to the polls to de- 
cide whether it should be necessary to have an A.S.B. 
card to vote. The amendment was narrowly defeated. 
In a few days the issue will be voted on again. There 
has been some talk. that if it fails to pass this time, some 
students intend to go to court and file suit to have this 
section of the A.S.B. constitution thrown out. 

It seems to me that maybe these people are missing 
the whole point of the A.S.B. Perhaps there is a better 
way to achieve their goals. I would like to suggest the 
following propositions: 

By paying $15 to join the A.S.B. a person has in 
effect joined a club. True, it is the largest and most 
influential club on campus. It affects the lives, at least

to some degree, of all who are Hartnell students. Never- 
theless, it technically is just a non-profit organization 
set up for the benefit of its members. 

What Duties? 

The primary function of A.S.B. commissioners is to 
meet and decide how best to spend the money con- 
tributed by A.S.B. members. Whether they do a good 
job or not depends largely on what kind of return they 
can give members for their money. To allow someone 
who is not a member to vote on how that money is spent 
is neither legally nor morally right. 

The A.S.B., with administrative approval, has over- 
stepped its boundaries by having the final say over all 
student activities. The president of the A.S.B. passes 
himself off as representing all the student body and 
student interests at the Hartnell Board of Trustees meet- 
ings. This is not meant to be critical of Jim Phipps. 
That’s just the way it works under the present system. 

When one takes into account that only 1166 people 
are card holding A.S.B. members out of a total of about 
4,000 day and evening students, it is easy to see that 
nearly 75% of the student body is not being repre- 
sented. 


New Form of Government? 
_. This being true, wouldn’t it be better to set up an- 
other student government that represents all the student 
body, one in which everyone: is represented without 
paying dues? 

This government, representative of all Hartnell stu- 
dents, should be the one to decide when a club or indi- 
vidual student can put on activities, if indeed this is 
necessary. The president of this government should be 
the one that sits in at Board of Trustees meetings as a 
representative of ALL the students. Members of. this 
government should be the ones to work out policies 
affecting the student body as a whole, not a private 
“club” such as the A.S.B. 

How does one go about forming a government such 
as this? Why not collect signatures—a relatively easy 
thing to: do—-from' a couple of thousand students and 
present the petition directly to the Board of Trustees de- 
manding that the total student body be represented 
without having to pay for the right to vote for repre- 
sentatives of their choice. 

A number of A.S.B. card holders would be happy to 
sign such a petition, because then it wouldn’t be affect- 
ing their pocketbooks. A lot of students probably would 
not join A.S.B. if they could get representation elsewhere. 
Some people buy cards merely to run for office, be a 
cheerleader, or take certain classes. 

A Would Not Affect A.S.B. 

With this form of government, A.S.B. members could 
still pay their $15 or whatever and their reps could still 
work out ways to give members good free or discounted 
activities. 

I feel that sometimes the method in which A.S.B. 
cards are sold borders on extortion and sometimes out- 
right fraud. You’re told you will get things for free 
which you never get. In some cases it is implied to 
Freshmen that they have to buy a card when legally 
they don’t. The card is a very good buy for those of us 
who enjoy free admission to sporting events and dis- 
counts on dances and plays. 

If the students behind the amendment really want 
only to be represented, they will consider these pro- 
posals. If all they want is a voice in the A.S.B. then look 
out Mr. A.S.B. member, you may be getting a good con 
pulled on you.

Veteran’s 
Round-up 


“Medical emergencies” is the 
term to be used when consid- 
ering veterans eligibilities for 
treatment of drug dependence. 

That is the word from Veter- 
ans Affairs Administrator Don- 
ald E. Johnson in a message 
sent to all VA hospital direct- 
ors. 

Ten new Drug Treatment 
Centers have been added since 
October 1, 1971, bringing the 
total to 32, a further increase 
over the 22 announced just a 
week or so ago. In addition, 
many of the VA’s 165 hospitals 
will continue to offer treat- 
ment as they have in the past. 

All veteran applicants (eligi- 
ble) for hospitalization because 
of drug dependence are to be 
classified as “medical emergen- 
cies” and admitted to the hos- 
pital at once. If a patient, af- 
ter admission, requires treat- 
ment not available at the ad- 
mitting hospital, prompt ar- 
rangements will be made for 
transfer to another VA hospital 
which can provide needed 
care. 

If you've got a problem, it 
is much better to take action 
on your own to get proper 
treatment. The local narcotics 
agents aren’t very considerate 
when they have to pick up an 
addict. They might not even 
ask if you are a veteran. 


Other Benefits 


If you are eligible for cer- 
tain amounts of compensation 
for service-connected disability 
you can get a. waiver on G. I. 
life insurance premiums. This 
will still entitle you to receive 
the annual insurance dividend 
check, as your insurance con- 
tinues in force as though prem- 
iums are being paid. 

If you are purchasing a home 
on a G, I. loan, be sure if you 
sell it the sale is made to a 
person whom the VA recog- 
nizes as a good credit risk. The 
purchaser must agree by con- 
tract to assume your liability. 
Such assumption of | liability 
does not, however, restore your 
G. I. home loan eligibility for 


the purchase of another home.
